Desert Museum Notes 


DESERT BARNACLES FOUND 


The roots of a plant, almost 
com pletely encrusted w ith the 
sm all shells of barnacles, were 
brought to the m useum last week 
by Miss Edith Ludewig. 
Miss 
Ludewig collected the interesting 
specimens from the shores of the 
Saltón 
Sea. 
They 
have 
been 
placed on display on the table 
containing the horns of the Des­ 
e rt B ighorn and the antlers of the 
Black-tailed deer. 


NEW MILLIPED 
FOUND NEARBY 
Of special interest locally is the 
discovery and description of a 
brand new species of milliped 
c o l l e c t e d from the M urray- 
Andreas canyons region. This new 
species, belonging to the genus 
OnycheluSj 
has 
b e e n 
named 
“Sm ith” in honor of the Desert 
M useum’s director, Lloyd Mason 
Smith, w ho first collected speci­ 
m ens of it. The name w as be­ 
stowed 
upon 
the 
“Thousand­ 
Legged” 
Milliped by Professor 
R. V. C ham berlain of the Uni­ 
versity of Utah, world authority 
on w estern millipeds to whom 
Sm ith sent the original specimens. 
O ther 
millipeds 
collected 
in 
th e nearby Indio m udhills near 
D esert H ot Springs, have also 
been given a separate new spe­ 
cific nam e: 
“Jaegeri,” in honor 
of Edm und C. Jaeger, who was 
w ith Sm ith at the tim e they were 
collected 
in that 
region. 
This 
indicated that there is m uch to 
be found 
out about even oui 
backyard 
inhabitants, 
common 
though they may appear. 


DEADLY SCORPIONS 
RECEIVED 
Two vials of pickled scorpions 
w ere received last week from 
the 
A rizona 
State 
college 
in 
Tempe, sent by Dr. H erbert L. 
Stahnko, world authority on scor­ 
pions. These tubes contain speci­ 
mens of Centruroides sculptur- 
atus, that deadly species of small 
scorpion found in Southcentral 
Arizona and northern Mexico, 
and w hich causes several deaths 
each year in those areas. For­ 
tunately, 
the species 
does not 
occur in California. One of the 
vials contains three male scor­ 
pions; the other, three females. 
They will be displayed n ear the 
live exhibit of our local scorpions, 
whose sting is no more severe 
than that of a bee.

A rather rare desert snake, a 
shovel-nosed ground snake, w hich 
looks m uch like a young king 
snake, was brought in to the 
Museum last week by Mrs. A.

The snake, only six inches in 
length, was found in her garden 
near the Palm s-to-Pines highw ay 
turn-off at Palm Village. These 
snakes are harm less and rarely 
get any larger than this specimen, 
w hich is now on display. 
The rare lyre snake, on exhibit 
all this season, died last week. It 
refused to take food naturally, 
and was too small to be force-fed. 
The snake w as donated by Com ­ 
m ander D am m ers of Riverside, 
w here it was captured. The lyre 
snake is m ildly poisonous, its 
fangs being at the rear of the 
upper jaw instead of the front, as 
in the rattlesnake.

The Youth Center for Palm 
Springs should be controlled by 
the elderly people in town who 
have a large interest in young 
boys and girls, and people that 
have an ability to manage teen­ 
agers. 
There are a number of things 
which a club must have, of which 
dues 
are very important. 
You 
have 
to 
have 
money to keep 
things going. A juke box or some 
kind of music, an old piano can 
look swell with a little paint. The 
most important thing is an atmos­ 
phere that says "you’re welcome, 
come in and make yourself at 
home.” 
The club should have plenty of 
chairs, a good location and ade­ 
quate lavatory facilities. 
If the club hasn t much money, 
and can’t buy the much needed 
things, Bill's mom probably has 
an old rocking chair in the attic, 
or an old mirror. A good way to 
collect needed furniture 
is 
to 
start a drive from house to house. 
If the chairs or tables look like 
they’ll fall apart any minute, use 
a few nails and apply a lot of 
colorful paint. 
There should be by-laws which 
must be strictly enforced. If not 
so, they lose their membership. 
There should also be an age limit, 
strictly for teen-agers: fourteen 
to eighteen. 
The club house should be dec­ 
orated on one theme, like the 
jungle, circus, and any odd num­ 
ber of things. The crepe paper 
people have booklets on how to 
decorate which are excellent. 
There should be committees for 
all things to be done, but be sure 
you put the right people on the 
right committees. Some one with 
a good mathematical mind should 
be head of finance, a good car­ 
penter or artist, the decoration 
committee. 
There must be plenty of food 
as high school teen-agers are al­ 
ways hungry. (As “yours truly!”) 
The type of food should be taken 
up by the refreshment committee 
and finance committee. 
The club should have certain 
hours. It should open four nights 
a week, Wednesday, Friday, Sat­ 
urday and Sunday afternoon. The 
members and backers should set 
a fixed time convenient to all. If 
outsiders are to be admitted as 
dates there should be some fixed 
fee. The sum should be up to the 
members and the sponsors. 
The sponsors of the Teen-age 
club should be the Lions club, 
the mayor, the police force. If 
these three would sponsor it, it 
would be a huge success without 
a second try. 
There should be no “race dis­ 
crimination.” Any race should be 
admitted, for all teen-agers need 
a good place to spend their spare 
hours besides on the street cor­ 
ner. 
There should be a stage built 
for “small talents, some "high” 
talents might come of these, some 
famous singers were discovered 
this way.

tive atmosphere. A lot of people 
say school, and constant guidance 
appeals to them, they like it. 
But even these “eager beavers" 
get pretty bored come Friday af­ 
ternoon. 
T h i s 
anti-scholastic” 
pattern 
w ill entail doing—and 
supplying the materials for doing 
the thinge we like to do. Dance, 
eat, sing, listen to good records.
